Vs. 1, 2a. Why did .Innii'H urge his 
readers not to be many masters 
(teachers, as In "Kchoolmasters i?

Even so (like the bridle 
and I he rudder I the tongue Is a little 
member, and boasteth great things, 
"vaiinu great words, which bring 
about great aelb of mlHchlef."

What Is the point of the compari- 
eon;' The power of the tongue in the 
guidance and direction of life— our 
own lives and those of others. And 
"we are never to forget that the 
tongue' Includea the pen.' "— Deeiua. 

W hat Is the nelt compuri.-^on used 
by James? The tongue — that world 
of of Iniquity — la a fire, sprung from 
the tires of Gehenna. It Is a liitle tire, 
to the eye; but a little Ore can kindlf 
a great forest So the tongue can ruin 
thi; whole ho^)-— nay, the whole life. 
In Its revoivinK course from the cradle 
to the grave " The tongue la called a 
world of iniquity because "all kinds of 
evil that are Id the world are exhibited 
there in miniature " — Karnes. 

What Is the point of this compari- 
son? It pictures the destructive power 
of the tongue, as the first two compari- 
sons pictured the tongue's guiding 
power. Little words, mere puffs ot 
air, are insignificant as small sparks: 
but aa the Hame and smoke may 
spread everywbore, ao the baneful ef- 
fect of evil apeaeb ator paaatrato all 
Ufe. 



What Is Jamaa' aaat ooapaclaoe oT 
the tongue? To an untaaad heaat; all 
other living things have heea aaatered 
by mankind— the four dlvlaloaa oC ani- 
mals, according tu Tamaa' rough 
zoology, namely, quadmpate. birda. 
reptiles and flabea. But tha toague la 
an exception.

only Ood, w bo made It, oaa keep It 
under control.

Declared Themeelvea Prea. 
"3. ResolTed. That we do hereby de 
dare ourselves a free and Independ 
ent people, are. and of right ought to 
be, a sovereign and self-governing hj- 
Boclatlon under the control of no 
power other than that of our (>«>d 
nnd the general government <.l the 
congress to the maintenance of which 
Independence we solemnly pledge to 
each other our mutual cooperation, 
our Uvea, our tattwaa aat oar aoai 
sacred honor. 

"4. Kesolved, That as we now ac- 
knowledge the existence and control 
of no la« or legal ofllcer, civil or mil
